If Is One tif tlie Greatest Wonders In

One of tbe greatest curiosities in the 


United States, or in the world, perhaps, 
is tho •wonderfnl ledge of ice which ex- 
ists, even in tho midst of the hottest 
summer, in Scott county, Va. This nat- 
ural icohoviRe is situated on the north 
Fide of Stone mountain and about six 
miles from the month of a small stream 
known as Stony creek. The marvel is 
said to have bepn known to at least one 
of tho early settlers, a Mr. Dsnridge, 
who, it is iilleyed, discovered it while 
deer hunting away back in 1830. Ow- 
ing to tin* fi-.ct that the laud on which 
it\vas situated cuuld net he bought, Mr. 
Danridge positively refused to tell of 
the whereabouts of tho ice ledge, and 
only visited tho place when it was ab- 
solutely necessary to obtain a supply to 
be n?ed in case of sickness. 


Tho old mini died many years ago, 


and froai (hat time until 1893 the loca- 
tion of Dtiiiridge's ice ruiuo was un- 
known, tho old gentleman having never 
even taken his own family into the se- 
cret. 


Ill tho year last mentioned, however, 


a party of herb diggers visited the uu- 
frequotitrd region contiguous to Stcue 
mountain and worn fortunate enough to 
rediscover the lost ice mine.

middle of summer the ice is only pro- 
tected froru the sun's rays by a thick 
growth of moss. The formation of the 
ice layer is similar to that of a coa 
vein, being thin in some places anc

Court of Ohio, concerning the consti- 
tutionality of tke mechanics' lien 
law, are attracting much attention 
from the attorneys and others inter- 
ested ia tae test cases comiaenced in 
Clsri and Putsam counties. Many 
airorneys have insisted, since the last 
law was enacted, that in certain pro- 
visions it was clearly unconstitc- 
tional, and their opinion has been 
sustained by the decisions of tbe Su- 
preme Court. Tbe cases involved, in 
which the decisions were given are 
L. E\ Young vs. TLe Lion Hardware 
Oompany, from Clark county, and 
Palmer & Crawford vs. William C. 
Tingle, from Putnam county. In the 
first cass the material man got judg- 
ment, which was affirmed by the cir- 
cult court. In the latter case the 
law was cot sustained, the decis- 
ion of the Circuit Court being sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. 


Tbe decision is understood to apply 


to material men only, the mechanics' 
lien law having been declared consti- 
tutional some time as;"- It ia based 
upon the doctrine that a man cannot 
be made a party to » contract withj 
out his consent, and that the claim 
of the man who has sold the material 
to a contractor is not good as against 
the owner of she premises, because 
the latter's consent was aot secured 
t3 the agreement. 


The decision will be very far-reach- 


ing in Its effect, for the reason that a 
vast amount of material has been 
sold oa the strength of securing the 
money from the owatr of the prem- 
ises if the contractor should become 
insolvent. There is said to be a mill- 
ion dollars in Columbus alone whose 
recovery was dependent upon this 
law, and which It will be difficult to 
recover now t.hat the law has been 
declared invalid. Both of the esses 
decided will be reported, and the an- 
nouncement of the grounds will be 
awaited with interest. 


Under the law the bill for material 


became a prior liea over a mortgage 
or other claim against a building, 
and its effect was to make persons 
handling material careless about the 
solvency of the contractor, so long 
as the property was good .for their 
claim.

American continent. This great mass is 
constantly moving, aud r.s if dcbunchis 
into the ser. lingo pieces break from the 
front, aud, as tlnuiderboltsfrom heaven, 
They drop into tho waters, rolling up 
great waves and making a noise like 
tiie booming cf heavy artillery. These 
pieces float away as icebergs and are 
carried many miles to sea before they 
finally are ground and melted iuto their 
original ilniu state. 


K: to the north aud west, front- 


ing ou the sea. ara among the grandest 
peaks ou tho £lobe—Lituya peak, 10,000 
feet high; Mount Crilloii, K),UOO feet; 
Mount Pairwcathcr, 1-1,708 feet; thence 
farther north subliiuo Mouut St Elias, 
the giant- sentinel of thuBockies, towers 
ueicly 30,000 feet above the ocean that 
tbntiuors at its base. How incipressibly 
graiid is this hoary beaded monster, for 
tvery foot of his cides is iu mountain 
si-ope! He batbes bis brow in the rlondK 
and washes hi* feet in tho sea. No hu- 
man being bus ever plained foot, on the 
summit of this mountain, although va- 
rious attempts have born made, by hardy 
tspliTi-rs. Lying between tiie sra and 
the bases of tho mountain, perhaps thrti!- 
qnarti'ri' <~f a niili* i:i wiiith, is a level 
and thickly timbered piece of laud. 
Frani this beach liic monutuiii ri:-es 
gradually to tbo timber lino, approsi- 
raately 1,000 feet. Here the hue of per- 
petual mow begins and the slope grows 
gradually stccpt:r. isoo.i the blue ice is 
se-i:« uiidcr thy snow, and a little farther 
up the entire face of the. mountain is a 
pjistftuinj; inass. This ice extends to 


itbin 5,000 fcft of the sniumit, where 
le crowniug pi-ak rises nearly perpeu- 
ir.ular and assunvs tho ierni of a lofty

The, con- 
dition of the infested sheep is largely 
dependent upon the number of worms 
preseut, aud the trouble is apt to be 
worse during the winter months. 


The symptoms have been given, but 


one cannot tell which sort of parasite is 
causing sheep to do badly and finally 
die, unless post rnortems are made. Tho 
disease progresses very slowly and is 
usually so insidious as to be entirely 
overlooked uutil many of tbe flock arc- 
in a serious condition. 


To rid a flack of worms of the class 


under consideration it is accessary to 
treat each animal, as no one can say 
that one animal is infested and another 
is not. Of course, now aud then an ani- 
mal whoso end is near may be singled 
out and pronounced affected, but if that 
is trno it is equally certain that more 
are also infested that have not yet yield- 
ed their strength to the invaders. 


Treatment consists in the medication 


of tha flock, frequent cleaning out uf 
the yards and shed.=;, when sheep are kept 
up, change of pasture when they aro at j 
grass and plowing of infested fields, or 
the use of sttch fields by other kinds of 
stock.

Generally it emits a disagreeable scent. 
A stinking swill br.rrel or hog trough is 
not cleanliness, nor is a bad smelling 
hogpen. "Ho£f;'!)S dowu" corn, espe- 
cially when the weather is warm, is not 
a clean proceeding. A bog may eat part 
of an ear of corn, leave solid droppings 
on the remainder to fester in the bos 
sun, cholera bacteria alight upon it aud 
bread, aud then another hog come along 
and finish theo.r.r. disease germs aud all.

microbes. In this category can be iiamed 
too close inbreeding, breeding from im- 
mature auimuls and wrong feeding, as 
ail all corn diet for young animals, 
stinking slops, impure drinking water, 
nesting in cold, damp places and other 
errors in feeding and care. Disease bac- 
teria and cleanliness are antagonistic, 
and the farmer will not flourisb if en- 
vironed by tbe latter, with this ouc o\ 
ception, that there has been a profuse 
production of the former in some near- 
by fountain of 
filth.—Exchange.

Findlay Could Hot Compel Her 


Street Bailway to Bay for Paring 


The city of Flndlay has lost an im- 


portant case in tbe supreme court. 
The city attempted to compel the 
street railway company to pay *15,- 
612 £5 for paving between the tracks 
on north Main street, and *l,6il 14 
for the paving of Center street. 


The city lost the case in the com- 


mon pleas court. The case went to 
the circuit court, which reversed the 
lower court. The supreme court now 
reverses the circuit court, except for 
the Center street improvement, where 
tne street railway company is re- 
quired to pay for the cost of material 
and laying of the cedar blocks be- 
tween the rails; but it is not re- 
quired to pay for the excavations and 
loundation.
